JAPANESE PICTURE BOOKS 
IN LIBRARY EXHIBIT 
Among the exhibits of interest 
during Book Week at the Memor- 
ial Hall library, one that has been 
drawing close attention, and still 
continues to do so is the arrange- 
ment of Japanese picture books on 
display in both Young People’s 
room and in the adult room. 


Of particular interest are the 
publications in English intended to 
be the means of teaching English 
to the very young children. These 
little ABC books are extremely in- 
teresting in that most of the pic- 
tures used to indicate a letter of 
the alphabet have a wide variety 
of objects from which one must be 
selected. 


The A page, showing a hand- 
some, well-fed piglet in blue 
overalls with a large red wheel- 
barrow is supposed to illustrate 
the word apples, one of which is 
falling from a tiny branch into the 
wheelbarrow. The F page has a 
red-rompered cat with a fishing 
pole and a tiny goldfish casting 
envious eyes at a worm-baited 
hook. G is for Games, but the 
only objects are a cat and dog, 
one running after the other. ‘‘V 
is for vase’’ reads one page, but 
the vase is almost lost in the 
background, while a large cat ina 
blue dress smiles at a half-dozen 
mammoth violets.

EXPENSIVE GOVERNMENT 

In these days when everything costs too much, it probably 
is not surprising that governmental costs are high, too. But, it; 
really does seem as though those who run the government—and 
by government in this instance we refer to the Federal one— 
might do a little economizing. 


Forbes Magazine had an article recently which pointed | 
out that swollen payrolls, waste, inefficiency and duplication of 
effort in many Federal agencies have helped to boost the na- 
tional budget to the point where government is costing the tax- | 
Payers nearly as much as food! 

From this source we learn that Federal expenditures today 
are equivalent to 26 percent of all privately produced income | 
in the United States, as against about four percent in 1929, | 
and less than 12 percent in 1937, the record year of deficit | 
spending. In the past ten years the number of Federal em- 
ployees has nearly doubled. 

Just one little example of duplication may not be amiss. | 
A group of former FBI operatives, sent by the House Appropria- 
tions committee into Federal agencies to ascertain why they 
needed a budget of $43,800,000,000, reported the State De- 
partment as employing 11,000 more persons than at the peak | 
of the war. Inefficiency in State Department clerical procedure 
was illustrated by the handling of a single letter taken at ran- 
dom from the department's files. 

The letter — a simple request by a U. S. citizen for a| 
transfer of funds abroad — went twice through three buildings 
and accumulated en route ‘a multitude of initialings, forms, 
directives and copies.” After 35 separate ‘‘processings’’ the 
letter had consumed the equivalent of 30 days of one person’‘s 
time.

What Is A ‘Technical” Study? 
The same day Mr. Evatt pro- 
nounced that the area of disagree- 
ment between the Western Powers 
and Russia had been reduced to 
that “between Tweedledum and 
Tweedledee.” And then went on to 
suggest that the Big Four utilize 
a technical study of the deadlock 
over the Berlin currency situation 
being prepared by Trygve Lie. He 
further announced that he had ad- 
vised Lie to make such a compro- 
mise settlement. Dr. Evatt is less 
than wise if he thinks that the ob- 
stacle to a solution of the Berlin 
issue is merely technical. He must 
have kept his eyes closed for the 
past several months if he assumes 
that no attempts have been made 
to arrive at some sort of settlement. 
Nn Excuse For Vishinsky 
Vishinsky, ever alert to find the 
slightest excuse to sound off against 
the United States, immediately 
pounced on that excuse and on Sat- 
urday delivered himself one of his 
most vituperative blasts against the 
United States. That he contradicted 


|his former statements about there 


being no blockade on Berlin and 
that he would not participate in the 
discussions was of no consequence 
to him. He is not the man to forget 
earlier remarks. He merely utilized 
the usual communnist doctrine of 
any means to a desired end. For 
him and Moscow that end remains 
unaltered and will continue to be 
precisely the same—get the United 
States out of Europe. The more 
people who provide him with oppor- 
tunities to pursue that objective, 
the better will Vishinsky be pleased. 
The Blockade Boomerangs 

The simple fact is that the Rus- 
sians would very much like to get 
themselves out of the Berlin tangle 
that they hadn’t foreseen. The air- 
lift has embarrassed them with its 
effectiveness to date. They are los- 
ling face over the issue, and they 
are feeling the pinch of the Allied 
counter-blocade which has_ kept 
badly-needed steel, coal and indus- 
|tria goods out of the Russian zone. 
But still they want to solve the 
problem on their own terms. The 
Russians want a resumption of Big 
|Four talks on the whole German 
question, because they want a say 
in Western Germany too. They 
know that until the Berlin issue is 
settled the Western Powers will 
doubtless refuse to discuss the 
larger issue. They will perhaps sug- 
gest a withdrawal of all troops from 
Germany, having by this time suc- 
cessfully created in Eastern Ger- 
many a communist puppet bloc 
strong enough to handle all Ger- 
many for them. And to this end 
Evatt and Lie supply ammunition.

We now come to the Depart- 
ment of Mental Health with its 
headquarters at 100 Nashua 
street. This department is in 
charge of Commissioner Clifton 
T. Perkins, of Melrose. Dr. Per- 
kins’ department is made up of 


divisions of mental hygiene and 
research, mental deficiency and 
medical statistics, hospital in- 
spections, legal medicine, medical 
business settlement and stpport, 
executive, medical, and business. 


These divisions plus advisory 
committees and boards of trustees 
of the state hospitals and schools 
which are appointed by the gov- 
ernor and council for a term of 
years constitute the overall staff 
which operates the department. 
In general, this department has 
the supervision over all public and 
private institutions for the men- 
tally ill, the mentally defective, 
the epileptic, and those persons in 
private hospitals who are addicted 
to the use of narcotics and stimu- 
lants. 


|| Down the Years 


Our state institutions of mental 
health are under the local admin- 
istration of the board of trustees, 
but the department itself has the 


overall responsibility for their 
efficient, economical, and  hu- 
mane management.

Abbot of the Finance committee. 

In presenting his ideas for a 
school building survey, Dr. Davis 
described the part an expert con- 
sultant would have with the local 
members of a steering committee. 
He thought that nine members 
would be a proper number for such 
a committee with representatives 
from the parents, teachers, school 
committee, selectmen and planning 
board. He also stressed the point 
that the superintendent of schools 
should not only be consulted but 
should be an active member of the 
committee. 


Under this central or steering 
committee would be sub-commit- 
tees as follows: One would study 
the growth of the community with 
the trends in population, trends in 
school enrollment, birth rates and 
housing. There should be a com- 
mittee to study the educational 
needs with its problems of kinder- 
gartens, changes in elementary 
education, community use of build- 
ings and demands for adult edua- 
tion. He thought there should be 
a sub-committee to study the needs 
for special services such as health, 
ings and demands for adult educa- 
tion, recreation, guidance, audio- 
visual education and transporta- 
tion. He felt that there should be 
a sub-committee to study the 


After the work of the sub-com- 
mittee is completed, they would 
turn over their reports to the cen- 
tral committee who in turn would 
make a summary and a final re- 
port to the town with recommen- 
dations for action. 


Keneth L. Sherman, Superinten- 
dent of schools, explained to the 
group that up to this point the 
school committee was merely dis- 
cussing the advisability of having 
ja survey. The committee agreed 
with Mr. Sherman’s interpretation. 
He went on to say that he felt 
that it was about time to take 
stock or inventory of the general 
school building situation and that 
he felt that at least one impartial 
expert from the outside should 
help the schoo] department and the 
citizens with such a survey. 


Mr. Sherman went on to give a 
short resume of the conditions in 
the elementary school buildings 
and pointed out where the present 
increased enrollment was and 
where he expected it in the future. 


Mr. Hardy spoke in favor of 
such a survey and said he felt that 
the results of such a survey would 
be very beneficial to the town, that 
such a survey should be carried on 
in cooperation with other depart- 
ments and that when such a sur- 
vey was completed the town should 
consider school needs along with 
needs in other departments. The 
superintendent of schools has re- 
peatedly expressed a willingness to 
work in close cooperation with a 
planning board and with other de- 
partments. 


Mr. Gleason, president of the 
Andover Taxpayers’ association, 
and Joseph McCarthy brought out 
the fact that the survey conducted 
in the past for the board of public 
works had been very benficial to 
Andover and that they felt that 
there was a possibility that such a 
survey for the school department 
would also prove beneficial. 


The entire group showed a 
great deal of interest in the sub- 
jet and many questions were asked 
regarding present conditions and 
what such a survey would mean. 
Mr. Ortstein also spoke in favor 
of such a survey.
